A Soldier of Fortune. 

The Servian correspondent of the London 
News writes: Exit Protopopof! Who, then, is 
Protopopof? Protopopof is a Russian soldier of 
fortune, whose acquaintance I first made during 
the Spanish war at Bilbao, when he was 
a Captain in Loma’s Division. When on 
my iirst visit — Alexinatz I casually 
met Protopopof in a coffee-house. He was 
then in command of a couple of battaiions 
of Servian infantry and two batteries of artil- 
lery, and he held the post of danger at Papers, | 
within sight of the Turkish foreposts. had 
come back to Alexinatz for orders, for a big 
drink, for money, and for tobacco, He gave 

me an invitation to come and stay with him on 
the foreposts at Supovac,and went off next 
morning with rather a headache, but with a 
silver medal upon his breast. From 

others I learned something of Protopopof s 
career in the service of Servia. Heh joined 
as a volunteer, had gota battalion command, 
and had been out to Saltschar. In one of the 
early fights there he had distinguished himself: 
in a peculiar manner. He had gone forward 
alone, his battalion 2 run away. He had 
come on a hut which he had found 
six Turkish — These he had 
slain seriatim. But he desired some evidence 

of his prowess; would he be believed if 
he recounted this story without evidence? 80 
he cut off the ears of the six dead Turks, skew- 
ered the twelve ears ona piece of stick, and 
brought them back into the Servian camp as 
youcher for his yalor. Transferred to the Army 
of the Moraya, he did good service on the 
foreposts, and received the sflver medal. Later, 
I heard of him as having distinguished him- 
self atthe combat of Mramor, and as having 
received the gold cross. Some little time 
afterward I met him in Belgrade, limping from 
the effect of a bullet wound in his foot, but full 
of pluck and determined to return to the front 
inafew days. When I came to Deligrad on a 
later visit I met him leaving headqua with- 
out his sword. He told me that he was under 
arrest, but would not say for what reason, On 
inquiry I learned that he had received 200 
ducats for distribution among his command 
at Supovac in recognition of their conduct in 
the Mramor affair. story was that he had 
retained the whole of this money; another, that 
he kept back only fifty ducats, and made him- 
self merry thereon. Anyhow, he was under 
arrest, and then I heard he was a pris- 
oner. The other day I was told he had 
been liberated, but degraded from his rank of 
officer, and allowed, upon his own earnest solic- 
itation, to serve as a volunteer in the capacity of 
a private soldier, Last night, when sitting out- 
side the coffee-house here, I heard a row inside. 
Going in because I heard a voice that seemed 
familiar to 1 I found here Protopopof very 
drunk indeed, and in 4 heat of an altercation 
with the landlord. He was on his way to the

THE “CHANGE” THAT TILDEN WILL 


Have those who propose to vote for TILDEN 
under an impression that a change” in the 
management of the Government may pro- 
duce some guod ever asked themselves, What 
are Mr. Trupxn’s political antecedents, and 
what will be the change effected?

For twenty-five years Mr. Ton has been 
the active officer of New York Democratic 
politics, and Tammany Hall has furnished 
the candidates and furnished the votes out 
of which Tun has organized victory.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA PLAN. 

A white native of South Carolina has com- 
municated to the New York Tribune a 
stirring description of the condition of that 
State since the campaign commenced, which 
sheds a flood of light upon the so-called 
South Carolina plan by which the Confeder- 
ates and White-Liners propose to overcome 
the Republican majority, and carry the State 
for Tu and Wars Hameron. His letter 
is so long that we have not room for it en- 
tire, and the most that we can do is to repro- 
dace the spirit of it, and give a few of its 
salient points. : 

Only four short months ago perfect quiet 
reigned in South Carolina. An honest re- 
form Governor was in power. From the 
very day that he was installed, Gov. Cuam- 
BERLAIN carried out thorough reforms. His 
Administration was entirely impartial. He 
checked the depredations of the Legislature. 
He removed corrupt officers without fear or 
favor, and placed good men in their 
positions. He reduced taxes and purified 


feet, and apparently the people of South 
Carolina were grateful to him. The negroes 
trusted him. The honest Republicans sus- 
tained him. The old Southern aristocracy 
dined and wined him, and treated him to 
their hospitality. The Democratic leaders 
assured him of their support. The Demo- 
cratic papers promised to advocate his re- 
nomination and re-election. All this was 
only four months ago. Now Gov. Cuamsen- 
Lam is denounced by every Democratic 
stump-speaker and every Democratic news- 
paper as the corruptest of the eorrupt and 
% carpet-bagger of the carpet-baggers,” 
although the Governor has changed in no 
particular of his policy or his admunistration. 

How was this effected? The change be- 
gan with the holding of the Democratic 
National Convention.

It was true 
that they had been relieved from oppression; that 
their confessed debt to their Reform Governor was 
yet unpaid, and that while they supported him, as 
in the past, there was no danger of misgovern- 
ment. But should they rest content with this? 
Why not get the upper hand at home, and then 
make a desperate attempt to seize on the reins of 
power at Washington? 

Violent Democratic papers were started at 
different points. Conservative editors were 
removed to make room for fire-eaters from 
other places.

He has abandoned by far*he larger part of 
his ancestral estates in South Carolina. Though 
his home is in Columbia, he spends half his time 
on his plantations in Mississippi. He has one 


plantation there on which 800 of his former slaves — 
are employed— so well has he been able to keep | 
up thie old plantation plan while the small farm | 


system has been becoming well nigh universal. 
The fact I desire te call attention to is this: Hamr- 
rox was in Mississippi prior to the last election 
there, which the Democrats carried by the shot- 
gun policy.

In 
every part of the State there are monster open-air 
political mass-meetings. These meetings are fol- 
lowed by torchiight parades, or preceded by pro- 
cessions of rifle clubs, cavalry, artillery companies, 
and civilians marching to the sound of martial 
music. The speakers, invariably master - spirits of 
the Lost Cause, arise and deliver the most 
vehement addresses, denouncing the Republican 
Administration and the Republican party, State 
and national, and calling on their hearers to rise. 

How do Northern men like the picture? 
What do the Union soldiers and the loyal 
men who supported the Union in the days of 
the Rebellion think of this picture of the 
Solid South? We commend to them the 
facts presented by this man, who is not a 
Republican nor a carpet-bagger, but a native 
of South Carolina, whose name cannot even 
be printed in connection with it, for fear 
that he might pay the penalty with his life.

NATIONAL INDEBTEDNESS. 

The national debts of the world—that is, 
of that part of the world which is civilized 
enough to have national debtse—have in- 
creased from $1,500,000,000 in 1715 to 
$23,000,000,000 in 1875. The Westminser 
Review gives this table:

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These figures are of wide interest. The 
term national indebtedness cannot hide the 
fact that this vast sum is a tax on izdivid- 
uals. England has great interest in national 
debts, as she has lost a sum estimated at 
$500,000,000 by the defaults in the Turkish, 
Spanish, Egyptian, and South American 
debts. Great Britain has reduced her debt 
$635,000,000 since 1815—about $10,000,000 
a year. After 1715 France reduced her 
debt from $620,000,000 to 160,000,000 by 
bankruptcy. If the European war, now 
imminent, should come, the effect on these 


figures of national debt will be startling.

THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 

The most significant feature of the diplo- 
matic complication arising out of the 
Turoo-Servian struggle is the sudden change 
of attitude upon the part of England. The 
British Lion has become alarmed at the di- 
rection the Russian Eagle is taking in its 
flight, and the noble animal is lashing its 
sides and pawing the ground, and roaring to 
Germany to stop the two-headed Russian 
bird before it lights on Sclavic soil. Our 
last issue contained the salient points of a 
leader from the London Tunes, in which the 
Thunderer recognizes the gravity of the cri- 
sis, condemns Russia's refusal of a five- 
months’ armistice, frantically calls upon Bis- 
MAncx to stop Russia, notifies him that his 
responsibility is as great as his power, and 
warns him that the Ruasian occupation of 
Bulgaria will make the Danube, from its 
mouth to Belgrade, a Russian stream, al- 
though it is difficult to see in what respect 
the Danube, with its sparse commerce, is any 
better off as a Turkish stream. 

Meanwhile it is by no means certain that 
Germany will favorably respond to this in- 
vitation of England to interpose herself in 
the way of the Russians, who are already 
rapidly pouring into the Turkish provinces 
north of the Balkans. Germany has no pos- 
sible interest in the Eastern question, which 
lies back of every movement of Russia and 
England. On the other hand, Brsmanrcn’s 
policy is to remain quiet, knowing that when 
the tree is shaken the German provinces of 
Austria will fall into the lap of Germany. 
England also evidently forgets that when 
Germany and France were arrayed against 
each other, Russia kept her hands off. The 
mere sense of gratitude alone would compel 
Germany to keep her hands out 
of this struggle. The very moment she 
should take an active part in it in 
favor of England, France would become the 
fast ally of Russia for two reasons. In the 
first place, France has no reason to care for 
England's solicitude about the Eastern ques- 
tion. During all of the time of this great 
struggle she has kept on the even tenor of 
her way as if no war were in progress, and 
now, while European diplomats are studying 
the moves in their game, she is harvesting 
her grapes, gathering her beets, preparing

troubling herself to listen to the frantic 
roaring of the British Lion, But France is 
solicitous as to the course of Germany. She 
has a grudge against Freperick WILLIAX 
and Banck. She is biding her time, and 
the time will have come if Germany becomes 
involved in this straggie as an ally or friend 
of England. 

In looking the whole field over, it would 


appear that the British Lion is roaring with- 


out reason. Jon Bricut talked words of 
sense to him when he said English interests 
were not involved. The most that Russia 
desires is the occupation of Servia, Rou- 
mania, and Bulgaria. She has already ex- 
pressed her willingness. that the northwest- 
ern provinces of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
shall go to Austria. The provinces she de- 
sires to oceupy are identical with her in 
territory, nationality, religion, race, habits, 
customs, and history. There is no reason 
why the great Sclavic nationalities should 
not be united. If England fears that she 
may seize upon Constantinople, she still 
confronts her in Egypt, and from that point 
may contest the route to India, if Russia 
wants to go to India, which is by no means 
certain. There is a grander prize in the im- 
mense Chinese Kingdom, rich in resources, 
and populated by one-third the people of the 
globe, which she can take without the 
trouble of a long, expensive, and bloody 
war. 


The savings bank spstem of the world is 
the subject of an interesting report by the 
Italian Bureau of Statistics to the Statistical 
Congress at Buda-Pesth. The savings bank 
is modern. The first institution of the kind 
was opened at Berne, in Switzerland, in 1787. 
The first in the United States was founded in 
Philadelphia in 1818. In 1872 there were 
in Europe 9,000 savings banks, more than 
half of them in Great Britain, and holding a 
quarter of the total deposits of $1,100,000,- 
000. Three years later, in the United States, 
there were less than 700 savings banks, with 
$850,000,000 of deposits. The United States 
has the heaviest amount of savings deposits ; 
England follows, and Austria with Hungary 
comes next. Denmark has the largest per 
capita average of savings, About $28 for each 
inhabitant. The United States and Switzer- 
land have $22 each; England, Germany, 
and Austria have $10 for every inhabitant ; 
and Italy $5. Holland puts little faith in sav- 
ings banks, and in Russia proper there were 
in 1872 less than $4,000,000 of savings de- 
posits. The only European institution that 
is as large as the largest American banks is 
the Vienna Bank, which has $40,000,000 of 
deposits. The deposits of the Caisse 
d’Epargne at Paris declined from $14,000,- 
000 in 1840 to $8,000,000 in 1875. The 


Berlin Bank—a monopoly—had at the close 


of 1874 only $4,000,000 of deposits. In 
England and in France the deposits are in- 
vested in Government securities; in other 
countries bonds and mortgages are favorite 
investments; but in Norway three-quarters 
of the savings deposits are in commercial 
paper.

4 TERRIBLE TRAGEDY.

On Tuesday a most ul tragedy was en- 
acted at the usual quiet village of Great Cros- 
by, which is some half-dozen miles distant frum 
Liverpool.

A short time after 
she entered that room the governess heard 
another shot fired, and it would appear that 
while in thig room Mrs. Morris must have re- 
loaded some of the chambers of the revolver. 
After coming out of the room she went up- 
stairs to the bedroom in which the boys had 
slept, and there attempted her own life by fir- 
ingat her head. The governess followed her 
and succeeded in taking the; revolver from her. 
After the governess was aroused from her 
sleep she went into the room where Mrs. Morris 
had slept. and there a sad scene met her eyes. 
The two girls were lying in either dying or 
dead. She then went up-stairs tothe boys’ room. 
The boy who had been shot ran down to the 
kitchen, but afterward returned up-stairs, and 
th 1 — locked him and the unin- 
ju children in her own bedroom. When 
medical peg arrived the two girls were 
dead, and they directed their attention to Mrs. 
Morris and the boy Henry. She had fired twice 
at herself, the first shot merely grazing her 
temple, but the second bullet had lodged in her 
scalp, and after some difficulty it was extracted. 
The boy Henry was also shot, in the temple, but 
the doctors were unable to extract the bullet. 
He lies in a most precarious condition, and it is 
feared cannot survive. Mrs. Morris is also in 
a dangerous state, but there is every proba- 
bility of her recovery. The cause of the dis- 
tressing and deplorable tragedy would appear 
to be owing to the insanity of Mrs. Morris, 
caused by the loss of her husband, whose death 
was of a sudden and sad character. The reason 
given by the lady herself for murdering her 
children is that she would sooner have them 
dead than that they should starve, and she says 
it was her intention to kill them all, and also 
herself. She expresses her surprise that any of 
them, and particularly the boy James, should 
have escaped. 

TERRIBLE FERRY-BOAT DISASTER.

A careful observer can detect a difference in 
the manner of Mr. Moody in the two places 
where he speaks. At the Tabernacle he is the 
world’s evangelist, preaching the Gospel on 
general principles, the same as he has done to 
other great assemblies on both sides of the sea. 
But at Farweil Hall he is Chicago’s own evan- 
gelist, talking to his old friends and neighbors, 
and preaching over again to crowded audiences 
of some of the best people of the city those 
very sermons and Scripture expositions which, 
years ago, he used to give to his own peo- 
ple at the Indiana Street Church on Sunday 
mornings, and then repeat to a company 
of strangers in the hall on Sunday evenings,—a 
company often not very large, often not very 
orderly, and often brought together only by the 
most persistent effort of his band of Yoke- 
fellows, who, with printed slips yclept ‘ dodg- 
ers,“ used to haunt the bridges, street-corners, 


saloons, etc., for the purpose of gathering a 


congregation. But that congregation was made 
up of those who would not be likely to goto a 
regular church-service; therefore what he could 
do in his rough and bungling fashion was 


counted by the more elegant believers, both lay 
and clerical, as so much clear gain. 

Since those days Brother Moody has been 
called tostand before Kings; to expound the 
Word of God with half a hundred Edinburg 
Doctors sitting at his feet; to face an audience 
in the West End of London composed of the 
rank, and wealth, and piety of the very centre 
of the British Empire. What a marvel that all 
this praise, and glory, and notoricty, and suc- 
cess have not turned his head! It would have 
done so if his head were not of a very sound 
and sensible order, and his heart ver 
tender and loving, and entirely given to God. 
Perhaps this is the inside reason why be would 
not consent to have the noonday prayer-meet- 
lug removed to the Tabernacle, taough Farwell 

was evidently far too small for the crowds 
who wished to attend. Well, let it be so, if by 
a little extra crowding and a good deal of extra

He said: It is well for us to look into this 
prayer which Christ taught His Disciples that 
we may learn how to use it, for we are not ready 
to ＋ the converson of sinners till we can 
pray t prayer for ourselves. 

I think it is a mistake to call this the Lord's, 
Prayer.“ His prayer is in the seventeenth 
chapter of John; but this is the Disciples’ 
prayer. They had been at prayer with the Mas- 
ter, and when He had finished they were so 
much impressed with His prayer that they 
wanted to have Him teach them how to pray that 
way. Mind you, they didn’t ask Him to show 
them how to preach, but to show them how to pray. 
How many of us are praying prayerless pres, 
—prayers which have gone for nothing hat 
we want is that Christ shall teach us how to 

ray as He prayed, and then we shall be ready 
— work at His work. Some of the discinles 
were good preachers, they could preach like 
sons of thunder,” but it is very plain they did 
not know how to pray. 

There is an account of two of them, James

EXPEDITIONS STARTING OUT.

Camp on Ampnuisious Cragrk, BLack HLS, 
Oct. 18, via Fort LARANuI, Oct. 16.—Gen. Mer- 
ritt. with all the best horses of the Fifth Cav- 
alry, together with sixty selected men from the

THE PLANET VENUS. 


Is It Inhabited ? 

So far there is nothing in what we have 
learned about Venus which does not agree well 
with the idea that the planet is a world like our 
earth, where people like ourselves might 
live very comfortably. For it weuld not 
matter much to us, probably, if the 
year were shortened by four or five months, 
and the day by half an hour—supposing always 
that trees and vegetables were so made that 
they could thrive under the change. In fact, if 
anv one leaves the temperate regions to visit the 
tropics, he has to undergo a greater change. 
For here in England (where 1 am writing), 
and throughout the United States, the 
seasons change from the heat of summer 
to the cold of winter, and back again to 
the heat of summer, in twelve months; but at 
the equator the greatest heat occurs in spring 
and autumn, or at intervals of only six months. 
So far as the length of the year is concerned, an 
American or an Englishman could very well 


bear the change to the temperate zone of 


Venus, where the interval between the succes- 
sive seasons of greatest heat amounts to seven 
and a half months. 

But when we consider some other points, we 
see that Veurs, beautiful though she looks, 
would not be a comfortable home forus. In 
the first place, we know that if we draw nearer 
to a flro we get more heat from it. Now Venus 
is much nearer to the sun—the creat fire of the 
solar system—than our earth is. She receives, 
then, much more heat from him. In fact, it is 
easily calculated that if our earth were set 
traveling onthe path of Venus, we should re- 
ceive almost exactly twice as much heat 
from the sun as we do at present. This would 
be unbearable, except, perhaps, in the polar re- 
gions; and even there the summer, with that 
tremendous sun above the horizon all through 
the twenty-four hours, would be scarcely bear- 
able. Besides, what a contrast between the hot 
— summer and the cold polar winter, when 
‘or weeks together the sun would not be seen 
at all. Altogether, this earth would be a mis- 
erable home for us if her path were as close to 
the sun as that of Venus. 

We see, then, that either there must be some 
peculiarities about Venus which prevent the sun 
trom heating —— there as he would certainly 
heat us if our home were there, or else the 
creatures which live on Venus must be differ- 
ent from ourselves and the other animal in- 
habitants of our earth. Unfortunately, we 
cannot make telesco large enough to 
show us What is going on upon that planet, 
and there is no reason for hoping that such 
telescopes can ever be made. What we know, 
however, about the planet’s condition docs 
not seem to show that creatures living there 
would be more comfortable than we should 
be if the earth were put where Venus is. Just 
the contrary, so far as we can judge. You 
know that the seasons on our earth are caused 
by the fact that she turns on a slanted axis. 
It her axis were upright there would be no sea- 
sons; if ere more slanted the contrast be- 
tween summer and winter would be greater. 
Now Venus has her axis much more slanted than 
the earth’s, so that her seasons must be very 
marked indeed. Thus the heat of her summer 
weather must be even more terrible than we 
thought just now. 

But there is yet another point to be noticed. 
You know that on the upper slopes of lofty 
mountains, there is snow all the year 
round, even in the torrid zone. That is 
because the air up there is so rare that 
it does not act like the denser air lower 
down, which is a sort of clething for the earth, 
keeping the heat from escaping. Now if the air 
of Venus were very rare, something of the same 
sort might happen on that planet. Just as peo- 
ple who live in torrid zones seek the high moun- 
tain slopes in the hottest seasons of the year, 
and find there atemperate climate, so the in- 
habitants of Venus might find it possible to bear 
the sun’s intense heat if the air of the planet 
were rare like that above the snow-line in our 
mountain regions. 

But it seems that, on the contrary, the air of 
Venus is even denser than ours. And it seems 
also to be moist air, whichis just the kind of 
air that neous the heat in most. The air of 
Venus is, in fact, so dense and moist that it 
must be * uncomfortable to live in, quite 
apart from the fntense heat; that is to say, it 
would be very uncomfortable for creatures like 
ourselves. 

There cannot be moisture in the air of a 
planet unless there are scas and oceans on the 
2 surface. No doubt, then, Venus has 

er continents and oceans, her islands and 
promontories, and inland seas and lakes, very 
much as our earth has. Then there must be 
rivers on the land and eurrents in the ocean; 
there must be clouds and rain, wind and storm 
— ean) and lightning, and perhaps snow and 


Whether the planet is an inhabited world or 
not, it would be difficult to say. Perhaps it is 
a world getting ready for use as a house for liv- 
ing creatures. Some astronomers think that 
the sun is gradually parting with his heat. If, 
millions of years —— 4 * sun should only 
give out half as much heat as now, perhaps 
Venus would be as comfortable a place to live 
in as Our earth is now. That may seem to us a 
long time for a planet to wait, but that is not 
long to Him in whose eyes one day is as a thou- 
sand years, and a thousand years are as one 
day.”—tichard A. Proctor in St. Nicholas for 
October.

GEN. HOWARD. 


IN SEARCH OF THE NEZ PERCES. 
Gen. O. O. Howard arrived in Chicago yester- 
day on his way westward to patch up the diffi- 
culties with the Nez Perces Indlans. The Gen- 
eral is one of a Commission composed of Maj. H. 
Clay Wood, William Stickney, Secretary of the 
Board of Indian Commissioners, D. H. Gerome, 
of Saginaw, and A. C. Barstow of Providence, 
R. I. 
The tribe of the Nez Perces is located on the 
Lapwai Reservation, near the Town of Lewis- 
ton, Idaho. Fort Lapwal is close by, and is at 
present occupied by one company of infantry 
and one of cavalry, under Gen. Howard. After 
the reservation had been ceded to the Nez Per- 
ces it was diminished bya treaty, into which 
some of the tribe refused to enter. The Chief 
of this non-treating tribe is Joseph, and he, with 
his braves and squaws, settled in the Wallowa 
Valley, situated between Oregon and Idaho, and 
not tar from the Grand Round Valley. 
Last year, by order of the President, the Wal- 
lowa Valley was opened up for settlement by 
the whites. Joseph’s band remained, claiming 
that their rights had never been extinguished. 
This raised a question to be settled, and the 
settlement was precipitated by the action of two 
white men, who one day, some five months ago, 
killed a savage of Joseph's band. Joseph de- 
manded the trial of the murderers, and, failing 
in securing that, he issued his manifesto, threat- 
ening to drive the whites from the valley by No- 
vem The settlers of Grand Round Valley 
armed, and sent word to the pioneers in Wal- 
lowa Valley that theycould depend upon strong 
aid in the struggle. The Indians armed them- 
selves, and both sides are now patiently waiting 
for November to come. Gen. Howard sent 
troops from Fort Walla Walla to prevent the col- 
lision, and the Government steps in now and 
appoints a Commission to smooth the 
Indians the right way, and induce 
them not to get hurt, if not 
worse. The question is, Shall this tribe occupy 
the valley? and this question the Commission 
will take out of the hands of the settlers and 
determine. Collaterally, the practicability of 
consolidating the agencies will come up. ere 
are wow fifteen or twenty agencies, which the 
General thinks might properly be reduce to 
two, and the Commission will thoroughly inves- 
tigate the subject. 


FRANK STURGES & CO. 
PREPARING A STATEMENT. 

Messrs. Frank Sturges & Co. arc preparing a 
statement of their affairs for their creditors, and 
will have it ready in u day or two. As to their 
liabilities, they declare their utter inability to 
speak at present. and decline to assign any 
cause for the failure beyond an effort to dis- 
charge old and simply moral obligations, which 
they were not legally liable to pay. 

The house was established in 1862 by T. 8. 
Dickerson and Frank Sturges, and was known as 
Dickerson, Sturges & Co. In 1864 Mr. Dicker- 
son retired, and the firm of Frank Sturges & 
Co. was formed, consisting of Sturgis, William 
Potwin, and Oliver H. Lee, Sturges’ father-in- 
law. Each contributed to the capital, Sturges, 
who had inherited « fortune from his father 
putting in the ter share. At the time of 
the fire the house failed for the sum of $450,000, 
and it was generally understood that the 
concern comprom for.50 cents on the 
dollar. It was also said that afterwards it 
voluntarily offered to pay the other 50, though 
it now a that the settlement contem- 
—— per cent in cash and the balance in 

years. The firm started right up n, and 
d the last five years it has been doing well, 
though expending large amounts in improved 
machinery for stamping metals, but these ex- 
penditures and —5.— ot the old obliga- 
tions have materially crippied the firm. It is 
stated liabilities now are nearly 
half a million dollars outside of mortgage 
habilities, amounting to $175,000. Their assets 
in real estate, machinery, and stock, are esti- 
mated to be, in good times, $700,000 to $800,000. 
Their exposition of their affairs is anxiously 
looked for to set at rest some startling rumors. 
A number of the creditors are in town, and oth- 
ers are expected. Nothing definite has been of- 
fered, but it is hmted that the firm are asking 
for time without security. It is said that Stur- 
ges was ready at one time to offer stock in the 
stamping concern in payment of the debts, but 
there was no inclination on the part of the cred- 
itors to accept.

police) of Carabineers, and I. being the only one 
who perfectly understood Italian, undertook 
to answer his questions. He made 
many demands as to my country, 
parentage, and doings, to all of which I answered 
with great patience. He was very abusive, and I 
reminded him that he knew me welland that all 
the people round us knew me; he demanded to see 
my papers and passport, to see my name, and I 
told him that being out simply for an evenin 
sane + — 1 * ae also inform 

m that by treaty wit ngiand no passports were 
required. He, with unendurable —— in his 
manner, repeatedly demanded my passport. which 
I continually told him I had not with me, but if he 
liked to come to my house, a short distance, 
he could satisfy himself, adding. You know 
me; all these people knew me, and the Cara- 
bineers know me. He said, Fetch a Cara- 
bineer, and somebody fetched one; when be came 
Isaid, Lou know me, do you not?“ The man 
replied, ‘‘ Yes; you are an English gentleman liv- 
ing here.“ I turned to the Br ere and asked if 
he was not satisfied. He said, in a furious rage, 
‘* Silence; if you say another word, I will put you 
in irons. I said, in the utmost astonishment. 
Put me in irons; . dare not; why, what have 
done!“ He turued to the Carabineer and said, 
Put him in irong;’’ and the man produced a pair 
of thumb-screws and a chain, and I was ordered to 
put my hands together to be ironed. I said 1 would 
not submit to such an insult, and dared him to touch 
me, saying. Iam known to you and everybody 
here, and you have no reason for this outrage.” 
He again ordered me to put my hands to be ironed. 
and | put them in n and said. I will 
not submit to this.” He then said, ‘* You are 
under arrest and must come with me.” I said, 
$s very well, I will go where you like to take me.” 
Mr. Monckton was asked for his papers, and re- 
plied that they were at my house, inviting in- 
spection there. The man said. Tou are under 
arrest.“ We were marched prisoners through an 
excited crowd of persons, every one of whom 
knew me perfectly well. We were taken 
to the common felons” gaol, searched, and 
thrust into a filthy dungeon, covered with 
human ordure, urine, and other horrors: there 
was an Open privy, which emitted a horrible 
stench; we nearly fainted, and were locked in. 
The Sindaco (Mayor) was fetched, and he said he 
had no Eywer in the matter. but he did not see us, 
The Pretore (Judge) also came, and, after a pri- 
vate conversal' on with the Vice-Brigadere, passed 
the grating of tne door. I asked for our liberation, 
us we were innocent of any offense whatever. He 
replied, in the most offensive tone and manner. 
‘i can do nothing; I knew nothing: content your- 
self where you are, and to-morrow I shall know 
what to do with yon. I again spoke to him, and 
asked him of what we were accu He suid 
he could do nothing, and told us to content our- 
selves where we were. Iam informed that the 
Judge had power to liberate us instantly had he 
chosen todoso. With the greatest difficulty our 
Sicilian friend obtained permission to bring a light, 
a little food, and a couple of straw mattresses. and 
we passed the night in a stench which e us 
almost delirious, and which nearly caused 
who came to see Gs in the morning to faint.

Effect of Recoil in Rifle Shooting. 
ngfield (Mass.) Union. 

It has beet a question with marksmen whether 
the recoil of a pistol or rifle occurred before the 
ball left the bore. Many have contended that 
it did not, and that the tendency of a pistol to 
“throw up” did not affect its accuracy. A 
recent experiment seems to haye shown con- 
clusively that the recofl occurs before the ball 
leaves the bore and does affect its direction. 
The experiment was this: A rifle barrel, twelve 
inches long for convenience, was secured to a 
solid bed in such a way as to prevent any move- 
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ment, but that of récoil directly to the rear and 
upward. In this situation it was fired a num- 

der of times, and the balls followed each other 
into the same hole in the target. An incline or 
wedge was then made fast upon the bed at the 

rear of the barrel in such a way that the 

would be raised asit slid back in the recoil. 

Fired under these conditions, it sent the balls 

lower than before. This showed that the re- 

coil and subsequent elevation of the breech oc- 

cured in season to effect the direction of the 

ball,—that is, before it had left the bore. Of 

course the length of the barrel has an effect in 

several ways upon the degree in which the re- 
coil affects the accuracy of the shooting. 7
